New York, June 8.—Moiris Foley, 


suffering from two bullet wounds 
and cuts in the head, accuses his wife 
and her daughtei, Hannah Poole, of 
attempting his murder, and the two 
women are in custody at Sheepshead 
bay. 


Foley says his wife held him while 


his step-daughter shot him. Foley 
is 56 years old and a mechanic. He 
has lived at Sheepshead Bay all his 
life and has acquired considerable 
property. His family consists of his 
wife, Ellen, 47 years old; n. daugh- 
ter, Hannah Poole, and two little 
girls. The younger children, accord- 
ing to the wife and elder daughter, 
were the cause of his injuries. A dis- 
turbance in the Foley household at- 
tracted the attention of the neigh- 
bora and police last night. 
When 


officers inquired for Foley his wife 
and step-daughter said they did not 
know where he was. 


The women both denied Foley's 


story. They said they had been shop- 
ping in Brooklyn and arrived home 
at 6 o'clock. Foley was drunk, and 
had broken nearly all the furniture 
in the house, and a half dozen panes 
of glass In the windows, and was 
beating the two little girls. As the 
wife and daughter appeared, they 
say Foley threw a lighted lamp at 
them. Mother and daughter fought 
with the father and finally put him 
out. 


Just before noon today Gottlieb 


Hettler, who foi many years has 
been widely known in this city, was 
found dead in his home at 84 Charles 
stieet. It has been Mr. Hettler's 
custom during the hot weather to 
sleep in the cellar, and it was there, 
lying upon some bedclothing spread 
upon the flooi, that his lifeless re- 
mains were found by his son at 11:30 
today. 


Coronei Bainett was at once noti-

County Medical society a very able 
and deeply interesting paper was 
read by Dr. Carl Proeglei, one of the 
best known of Fort Wayne physi- 
cians and secretary of the county 
board of health. So impressed was 
the society by the importance of the 
article that it was formally conclud- 
ed to have it published and The Sen- 
tinel today presents it to the people 
of Foil Wayne. 


Physicians all over the world are 


battling daily with diseases and the 
Aesculapius of the next century will 
have to combat sickness not only 
with improved therapeutics, but also 
with improved sanitary measures. 
MOS<*B, formulated in the Bible health 
laws^which cannot be improved upon 
up to' the present day. 


Fr^jrtt Hippocrates down to modern 


time»,j in all the writings of the 
fath^flj 
oAk medicine, 
a 
current 


thought rims through all of them 
in prevention of diseases which only 
has crystallized in tangible shape at 
the ettd of this century. 


During the war of the rebellion 


carbolic acid was just introduced and 
not generally employed, as none of 
us who served in the war were fa- 
miliar with the virtue of the new 
antiseptic. 


Laudable pus was the highest aim 


of the surgeon and later antiseptics, 
as iodoform, aristol, europhing, lis- 
terine, and a host of others, which 
are used now daily, were unknown, 
and whisky, internally and exter- 
nally, with quinine, was mostly used, 
perhaps too indiscriminately. 


Think of the disgust of a modern 


surgeon in finding in any of his 
cases, which have been properly 
handled, pus! 
Thermometry was 


just in its infancy and the strepto- 
coccus was not yet discoveied. Sem- 
melweis, an Austrian physician, was 
ahead of his time when he already 
taught that pus was causing puerper- 
al septicaemia and that utmost clean- 
liness ought to be resorted to. 


In 
th<t darkest Afriba, in the 


jungles of India, in the fever-satu- 
rated districts of Italy, in the worst 
epidemics of the world, we find that 
noble piofession always in the van- 
guard; never in the rear. 


A Koch, a Gafrky, a Samerelli, oui 


own Sternberg and hosts of other in 
vestigators, are trying to solve vexed 
medical and pathological questions 
Plague and pestilence have no ter- 
ror for them; their, whole aim is noth- 
ing else than benefiting mankind 
Jenner, one of'the greatest benefac- 
tors of humanity, gave us already in 
the last 'century, by vaccination, a 
preventative of small pox, but alas, 
at the same time, in Berkeley, Glou- 
cestershire, his birth place, an epi- 
demic of small pox raged last year, 
thanks to the profound stupidity of 
some physicians, and the always gul 
Hole dtearVpublic": 


The'profession at large have done 


their duty, but life has no commer- 
cial value; the people are not sold 
for so much a, pound; if they were 
it would not be long that the gov- 
ernor would pe petitioned to call a 
special session of the legislature to 
make efficient laws and appropriate 
an unlimited amount of money to 
stop the dreaded scourge. Accord- 
ing to the marine hospital reports 
small pox 18 prevalent in almost 
every state in the union. 


In Germany, the most thoroughly 


vaccinated country, where you even 
cannot get married if you have not 
your vaccination certificate, last year 
only two deaths occurred on the Rus- 
sian frontier.; 
' 


During the .Franco-German war, 


when Metz.Capitulated, 15,000 cases 
of small pox fwere fpund among the 
French soldiers and quite a good 
many of a malignant -type. None 
of the medical officers, and 1 was one 
of them, nor any soldiers of the Ger- 
man army contracted the disease, cer- 
tainly one of the best proofs of the 
value of vaccination. 


Diphtheria, once one of the most 


fatal diseases of childhood, has been 
shorn of its terrors. The discovery 
of the bacillus by Loeffler *nd Klebs 
to be the specific cause and the bril- 
liant experimentations Of Bering and 
Roux inaugurating the serum ther- 
apy and also classifying membrane- 
ous croup as laryngal diphtheria, 
marks another era of preventative 
medicine. 


In spite of the opposition of a mi- 


nority among physicians, the mortal- 
ity of diphtheria has diminished all 


over the world at least 50 per cent, 
and this is all,'due to the introduc 
Hop of antitoxine. 


Cholera is also a preventable dis 


ease, due to the cholera bacillus of 
Koch. Strict sanitary measures and 
pure water, with modern therapeu- 
tics, have done wonders in combat- 
ting the disease. 


Typhoid fever belongs to the same 


class. Here also contaminated water 
and poor surroundings are the causes 
and as the serum test of Widal makes 
the diagnosis nearly sure, the cure 
has to be made on strict rational and 
scientific principles. 


That yellow fever is also a germ 


disease is already proved beyond 
doubt, and if Sannarelli's or any 
other serum proves successful an- 
other scourge of the human race will 
liave been conquered. 


Malaria, one of the most prevalent 


diseases in some localities, has been 
proven to be a disease caused by the 
plasmodium malaria, which in turn 
is caused by a certain species of mos 
quitoes. Prof. Binz, of Bonn univer- 
sity, has written years ago a class- 
cal work on quinine and though not 
knowing the cause of malaria, de- 
monstrated then already the fact, 
that quinine increased the white 
blood corpuscles, leucocytoses, and 
thereby killing the plasmodiae ma- 
ariae. 
All over the civilized world we have 
net work of sanitary boards and in- 


stitutions. 
Take for instance our 


own country, where we have the ma- 
rine hospital service, equipped in 
such a manner that it competes in 
efficiency with the world. 
Not a 


ihip can enter any of our ports with- 
>ut being rigidly examined. 
Emi- 


grants who arrive with loathsome 
diseases, as lepra, syphilis, favus, 
'tc., are shipped back. Our different 
itate boards of health are always on 
he alert. Any serious outbreak of 
any disease is quickly reported to the 
different county and city health 
boards, where they are promptly and 
diligently dealt with. 


All of these things are yet in a pro- 
ess of evolution, but it shows clearly 
hat the civilized world at laige is 
ontinually battling for the better- 
nent of mankind. In Berlin a con- 
gress of tuberculosis is held now for 
he sake of combatting this scourge 
f our race. 
The ravages of the 


great white plague," which attacks 
wt only the lungs but the brain, 
oints and other parts of the body, 
re much greater than from cholera, 
mall pox or any other single dis- 
ase. Patients are about in society 
n all stages of the disease. 
They 


'ork over our food in grocery stores 
nd butcher shops; they make, wash 
nd iron our clothing; they walk, sit 


and travel with {he, public on street*, 
in public halls aa<£tanveyanee*. 


A considerable ftlctiou of cattle 


slaughtered are tubercular, and, as 
Dr. Virchow said before the confer- 
ence, not only "sterilizing" the milk 
but "the slaughter of the infected 
animals" is imperative. Some few 
milkmen in this city furnish their 
customers with certificates that their 
herds have been examined and that 
all tubercular animals have been 
killed; "but," as Dr. Virchow added, 


the intervention of legislation is 


certainly necessary." Theie is, how- 
ever, no public inspection of this sort 
applied to the milk supply of Fort 
Wayne and the great mass of the 
people are defenseless. 


A lepia conference was held in the 


same city (Berlin) years ago. There 
is not a medical society of any prom- 
inence, which is not contributing its 
mite for prevention and ruling of 
disease. 


And still that noble piofession of 


ours, the noblest of any, is called 
mercenary, and yet as a rule, they 
are the poorest paid and the least no- 
table ones among the honored profes- 
sions. It is safe to say that from the 
day the young physician secures his 
diploma, after his four years of pa- 
tient study, up to the middle and 
even past middle age, one-half of his 
time and energy is given to the pub- 
lic without moneyed compensation 
and even the poorest receives the ad- 
vire and assistance of the wisest and 
best in the profession without a dol- 
ar ot cost. The mastei minds of the 
irofession 
have «ver been on 
the 


alert to prevent disease and suffering 
and thus unselfishly diminish their 
own resouices. 


How few today remember thank- 


'ully the blessings conteired upon 
them by the patient and untiring 
doctois of the century in which we 
ive. 
Before 1846 and the discoveiyot' an- 


esthesia, people lay on the surgeon's 
able and suffeied moie than death. 
low they know nothing of pain. Be- 
Foie the discovery of antisepis and 
asepis,after every great injury peo- 
ple had about fifty chances of dying 
rom 
suppuiation, 
gangrene 
and 


blood poisoning, to one now. Opeia- 
ions for lelief once thought impos- 
ible aie now common and sucessful. 
Cure 
of hydrophobia, the healing 


powers of serum; and the terrible 
plague or pestilence, which ravages 
he world, have been mostly con- 
quered, thanks to< our patient and 
noble 
profession. -iA maudlin and

Representatives of more than 1,000,- 


000 Women will meet in Westminster 
hall, London, on June 20. The occa- 
sion is the third convention of tho In- 
ternational Council of Women. 
Ameri- 


can women will take a prominent part 
in the affair,-for they comprise more 
than half the whole number repre- 
sented. 


The first gathering of this character 


was called by American women in 
Washington in 18S8 nnd the second at 
the World's fair in Chicago. The lat- 
ter, however,- held only one short ses- 
sion, giving way to the world's con- 
gress of representative women. 


The International Council is a federa- 


tion of national councils or unions of 
women formed in various countries for 
tho promotion of unity and mutual un- 
derstanding between all associations 
working in the common welfare of 
humanity. 


The councils are called once in five 


years and are designed to provide a 
means of communication between worn 
en's organizations in all countries and 
to furnish the 'opportunity for confer- 
ence upon questions relating to the wel- 
fare of tho family aiul tho coinmc 
wealth. 


The council i« not organized in the 


interest of any special propaganda and 
claims no power over its members be- 
ynnd that of suggestion and sympathy. 
Jts representatives come from the Unit- 
ed States, England, Canada, Germany, 
Sweden, Ireland, New Zealand, New 
South Wales, -Finland and Italy, while 
France, Belgium. Holland, Denmark 
and Switzerland are now organizing for 
representation, each national council 
iu these several countries being socially 
represented by their president nnd two 
delegates.
